Kim Is III 

Absence at event sparks new 
rumors of a possible stroke 

WASHINGTON I North Korean dictator Kim 
Jong II maybe gravely ill, perhaps the victim 
of a stroke, U.S. and other Western officials 
said Tuesday after he failed to appear for a 
major national parade. If so, it could jeopar- 
dize the already troubled international effort 
to get his nation to aban- 
don nuclear weapons. 

Kim’s absence from 
a military parade for 
the country’s 60th anni- 
versary lent credence to 
reports that the man North 
Koreans call the “Dear 
Leader” had been inca- 
pacitated during the past few weeks. 

The 66-year-old Kim, who has been 
rumored to be in varying degrees of ill health 
for years, has not been seen since mid-August. 
Though he appears rarely in public and his 
voice is seldom broadcast, Kim has shown 
up for previous landmark celebrations. 

“There is reason to believe Kim Jong II has 
suffered a serious health setback, possibly a 
stroke,” one Western intelligence official said. 
A senior U.S. official, speaking anonymously, 
said fresh rumors had been circulating about 
Kim’s health and his control over North Korea’s 
highly centralized government. 

Neither the White House nor the State 
Department would comment publicly on Kim’s 
health, but U.S. officials said privately they 
were concerned Kim’s apparently failing health 
jeopardized six-nation talks aimed at ridding 
North Korea of its nuclear weapons, (ap)

Deficit May 
Hit Record 
In Early ’09 

Red ink projections 
for the government 
continue to escalate 

WASHINGTON I The federal govern- 
ment will run a near-record deficit 
of $407 billion this year, accord- 
ing to the latest Capitol Hill esti- 
mates. 

The Congressional Budget Office 
released figures Tuesday that indi- 
cate the red ink 
will spill over into 
next year, when the 
deficit would reach 
a record $438 bil- 
lion — and could 
go even higher as 
the government 
takes over Fannie 
Mae and Freddie 
Mac. 

The worsening deficit is largely 
due to continuing weakness in the 
economy, high energy and food 
prices, and the slump in the hous- 
ing and financial markets, the CBO 
said. And the economy could still 
slide into a recession, according to 
the forecast. 

The CBO figures for this fiscal 
year, which ends Sept. 30, are slight- 
ly worse than the White House pre- 
dictions released in July. The White 
House foresees a $389 billion deficit 
for 2008, growing to $482 billion 
in 2009.

Obama: War Plan ‘Comes Up Short’

and send more into Afghanistan, which he calls central to the war on terrorism. 


Candidate says more 
troops needed for the 
fight in Afghanistan 

RIVERSIDE, 0HI0| Sen. Barack 
Obama said President Bush isn’t 
acting quickly or forcefully enough 
to get more U.S. forces into Afghan- 
istan and out of Iraq. 

Bush “is tinkering around the 
edges and kicking the can down 
the road to the next president” 
with his decision Tuesday to bring 
home only 8,000 combat and sup- 
port troops from Iraq by February, 
Obama said. 

Bush said a Marine battalion 
scheduled to be sent to Iraq in 
November will instead be deployed 
to Afghanistan, followed by an Army 
combat brigade early next year. In 
all, that would add 4,500 to 4,700 
combat troops in Afghanistan. 

Less than two hours later, 
Obama went before reporters dur- 
ing a campaign stop in this Mid- 
western battleground to respond. 

“His plan comes up short. It 


is not enough troops, not enough 
resources, with not enough urgen- 
cy,” Obama said. “The next presi- 
dent will inherit a status quo that 
is still unstable.” 

The Democratic presidential nom- 


inee said Bush doesn’t understand 
that Afghanistan and Pakistan are 
the central front in the war on terror- 


ism, not Iraq. He said his Republican 
White House rival. Sen. John McCa- 
in, doesn’t get that, either.

Obama said if elected in Novem- 
ber, he will remove troops from Iraq 
in a measured but methodical way 
and send more into Afghanistan. 

McCain issued a statement say- 
ing Bush’s announcement of troop 
withdrawals next year “demonstrates 
what success in our efforts there can 
look like” and argued that it “stands 
in clear contrast to the reckless 
approach long advocated by Sena-

Nation of Islam Founder’s Son Dies 


CHICAGO I Imam W.D. Mohammed, 
the son of Nation of Islam leader Eli- 
jah Muhammad who moved thou- 
sands of blacks into mainstream 
Islam, died Tuesday, according to 
his nephew. 

Sultan Muhammad confirmed 
his uncle’s death, but did not imme- 
diately offer details. 


When Elijah Muhammad died 
in 1975? his son was named leader of 
the Nation of Islam, which promot- 
ed self-reliance and black suprem- 
acy, a belief that mainstream Mus- 
lims consider heretical. Mohammed 
quickly abandoned that teaching 
and led the Nation toward ortho- 
dox Islam. (AP)

Homeowners already 
are seeking help with 
upcoming heating bills 

HARRISBURG, PA. I Homeowners 
already pinched by high food and 
gas prices have grown increas- 
ingly anxious about staying warm 
this winter. 

At state assistance offices and at 
community organizations, phones 
are ringing off the hook as people 
seek help with what are expect- 
ed to be punishing heating bills. 
Legislators and governors from 
Alaska to Maine are watching the 
gap between surging need in their 
states, and assistance that may or 
may not be coming from Wash- 
ington. 

Aid agencies fear they may have 
to turn more people away, or give 
less cash assistance to individual 
families. 

“People are very worried about 
this winter,” said Ann Heidenreich, 
executive director of the nonprofit 
Community Energy Services in Can- 


ton, N.Y. “We’re not going to deal 
with all that needs to be done; there’s 
no way. We’re going to have to deal 
with emergencies this winter.” 

The Energy Information Admin- 
istration, a statistical division of 
the U.S. Department of Energy, 
projected last month that natu- 


ral gas and heating oil will cost a 
record amount this winter. In some 
cases, home heating oil, propane 
and kerosene are already twice as 
costly as they were two years ago, 
meaning that a dollar of federal aid 
will not go nearly as far this winter.

Sarah Palin as a running mate, 
but now the campaign’s playing it 
safer. She’s sticking to a greatest hits 
version of her convention speech 
on the campaign trail and steering 
clear of questions until she’s com- 
fortable enough for a hand-picked 
interviewer later this week.

Zardari Takes 
Office in Pakistan 


Widower of former PM 
Bhutto vows to fight 
terrorism as president 

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN | Repeatedly 
paying homage to his assassinated 
wife, new President Asif Ali Zard- 
ari declared Tuesday that he has a 
comprehensive plan to fight terror- 
ism and said Pakistan’s people are 
behind him. 

Zardari, elected by legislators 
Saturday, was long on platitudes 
but short on specifics while meet- 
ing with the media after taking the 
oath of office in a short ceremony 
at the presidential palace. He was 
chosen to replace Pervez Mushar- 
raf, a U.S. ally who resigned under 
pressure last month. 

With President Hamid Karzai of 
neighboring Afghanistan by his side 
for a news conference, the widower 
of former two-time Prime Minis- 
ter Benazir Bhutto said he hoped 
to turn Pakistan’s negatives into 
positives. 

“As far as America is concerned, 
the fact that we are on the globe and 
we are in the eye of the storm, I con- 
sider that an opportunity,” Zardari

said, noting that most countries 
welcome foreign investment. 

“I intend to take that and make 
it our strength. We intend to take 
the world with us in developing the 
future of Pakistan and changing the 
future of our neighbors,” he said. 

When asked about allegations that 
Pakistan’s intelligence agency had col- 
laborated with militants waging war 
on Afghanistan’s U.S. -backed gov- 
ernment, Zardari said the neighbors 
would work together on any “weak- 
nesses.”

Lehman’s Stock Tailspins 



Sharesof New York-based Lehman Brothers Holdings fell to $7.79 in trading on 
Tuesday, the lowest level since 1998. The bank is expected to announce a huge loss. 


Shares in bank fall 
45 percent as fear of 
collapse takes hold 

NEW YORK I Lehman Brothers Hold- 
ings Inc. shares plunged to their 
lowest level in more than a decade 
Tuesday amid investor concerns 
that the battered investment bank 
is running out of options to raise 
capital. 

Investors, anxious about the 
possibility of a bank failure after 
the near-collapse of Bear Stearns, 
punished the stock in afternoon 
trading. The stock plunged $6.36, 
or 45 percent, to $ 7-79 — the lowest 
level Lehman’s stock has hit since 
the financial meltdown of 1998 trig- 
gered by the collapse of hedge fund 
Long-Term Capital Management. 

The nation’s fourth-largest secu- 
rities firm has been seeking to boost 
liquidity after suffering $8.2 billion 
in write-downs and credit losses 
since the financial crisis began last 
year. Lehman had hoped to find a 
major investor before announcing 


third-quarter results Sept. 18, when 
it is widely expected to take another 
round of steep losses. 

Uncertainty about Lehman’s 
financial position has prompted 
speculation that the investment 
bank might announce quarterly 
results early, a move that could also 


stem the stock’s slide. 

Lehman could report a loss of 
between $2 billion and $4 billion, 
according to analysts. That would 
be on top of a $2.8 billion second- 
quarter loss, which was the first 
since Lehman spun off from Ameri- 
can Express Co. in 1994. (ap)

LOUISVILLE, KY. | Pssst. The secret’s 
out at KFC. Well, sort of. 

Colonel Harland Sanders’ hand- 
written recipe of 11 herbs and spices 
was removed Tuesday from safe- 
keeping at KFC’s corporate offices 
for the first time in decades. The 
temporary relocation is allowing 
KFC to revamp security around a 
yellowing sheet of paper that con- 
tains one of the country’s most 
famous corporate secrets. 

The brand’s top executive admit- 
ted his nerves were aflutter despite 
the tight security he lined up for the 
operation. 

“I don’t want to be the president 
who loses the recipe,” KFC President 
Roger Eaton said. “Imagine how 
terrifying that would be.” 

The recipe that launched the 
chicken chain was placed in a lock 


box that was handcuffed to secu- 
rity expert Bo Dietl, who climbed 
aboard an armored car that whisked 
away with an escort from off-duty 
police officers. 

So important is the 68-year-old 
concoction that coats the chain’s 
Original Recipe chicken that only 
two company executives at any 
time have access to it. The compa- 


ny refuses to release their names or 
titles, and it uses multiple suppliers 
who produce and blend the ingre- 
dients but know only a part of the 
entire contents. 

KFC executives said they decided 
to upgrade security after retrieving 
the recipe amid preparations to add 
a new line of Original Recipe chick- 
en strips.

THRIFTY I Frugal buyers intent on 
saving money at the gasoline pump 
and the car dealership shouldn’t 
overlook the Hyundai Accent 
hatchback. 

The three-door 2008 Accent 
has been the top-ranked, gaso- 
line-powered, compact hatchback 
in government fuel economy rat- 
ings, with a city rating of 27 miles 
per gallon and a highway rating of 
32 mpg when fitted with manual 
transmission. 

Hyundai’s entry model, the 
Accent 3-Door hatchback has a 
starting manufacturer’s suggest- 
ed retail price, including destina- 
tion charge, of just $11,645 with 
manual transmission and $12,645 
with automatic transmission for 
2008 models. For 2009 Accent 
hatchbacks, base prices are $100 
higher. 

It’s worth noting that the low 
starting prices include items not 
normally found on base models 
of small, entry-level cars: a gen- 
erous amount of standard safety 
equipment, including six air bags 
as well as a 10-year/l00,000-mile 
warranty on powertrain compo- 
nents and five years of company- 
provided roadside assistance.

REAL WHEELS 


Your review of the 2009 Honda Fit 
praised its packaging but rightly 
withheld applauding its disappoint- 
ing fuel economy numbers. With 
the trend toward smaller vehi- 
cles in the U.S. market, why didn’t 
Honda plan to install the new 1.4 
VTEC with the paddle-shifted six- 
speed transmission? What was it 
thinking, and will it be correcting 
this mistake? 

Honda will do something to improve 
the American Fit’s fuel economy. 
Here, we seem to have settled into 
accepting that 30 mpg is good for 
anything. It isn’t. We need to sep- 
arate fuel economy from fuel effi- 
ciency. The two are not the same. 
30 mpg might be great for a mid- 
size SUV. It’s nothing to cheer about 
in a subcompact car that should do 
substantially better. 

What do you think will happen to 
the luxury car market? A lot of arti- 
cles say the move away from leasing 
hurts their sales. Some car makes 
rely on leasing for more than 60 
percent of their sales numbers. If 
the luxury names do away with leas- 
ing, then how will they move cars? 
Luxury models, those costing in 
excess of $50k, constitute about 
12 percent of the U.S. market. 
Evidence is that that market will 
hold, if not prosper. The rich, after 
all, continue to get richer. Leasing 
will remain in place for high-value 
brands, principally because those 


brands historically have done a good 
job of retaining value. 

What’s your take on the growing 
movement to revive a national 55 
mph speed limit? 

Reinstating the national 55 mph 
limit is a good way to refill local 
coffers via adjudication. Histori- 
cal evidence shows that it will do 
little to save fuel or to save lives. 
But it will increase collection of 
traffic fines, which will be needed 
to offset tax losses caused by peo- 
ple driving less and paying fewer 
gasoline taxes. 


High-value 
brands histori- 
cally have done 
a good job of 
retaining value. 


The four president/VP candidates 
are now known. So, if each of them 
were a car, which car would each be? 

Obama is a Mazda but would pre- 
fer a Honda. He’ll chose Mazda, 
which is fuel-efficient, because 
Mazda is connected to Ford and is 
represented by the UAW. Any Chev- 
rolet will do for Biden. The guy is 
so intrinsically blue-collar, he still 
uses Metro. Look for Biden to be 
the first to climb into a Chevrolet 
Volt. McCain, like many Republi- 
cans of his vintage, will be happy 
with a Lincoln, perhaps an elon- 
gated MKZ.

Armstrong’s return from cancer 
to win the Tour a record seven con- 
secutive times made him a hero to 
cancer patients worldwide and ele- 
vated cycling to an unprecedented 
level in America.

“but we’ve got some homework to 
do over there.”

COLLEGE FOOTBALL | Ohio State will 
have its Beanie back for Southern 
California. Buckeyes tailback Chris

The next test for the 6-foot-l, 
237-pound Wells is how he feels 


after going through his first work- 
outs in 10 days. 

“The big thing is Tuesday and 
Wednesday work and will that 
create soreness,” Tressel said. “Not 
only was he running well, then they 
[trainers] put him on the bike and 
wore him out, so they’re trying to 
do all the things. He’s been in the 
underwater treadmill and anything 
we can do, we’re doing.” 

Wells would seem to be a weapon 
the Buckeyes (2-0) cannot do without 
against the fearsome Trojans (1-0). 

Last year Wells averaged 124 
rushing yards on 21 carries per 
game. Dan Herron (12 carries, 50 
yards), Maurice Wells (9 for 48) 
and Brandon Saine (5 for 15) com- 
bined for 113 yards on 26 carries 
against Ohio, which led 14-6 mid- 
way through the third quarter and 
14-12 heading into the fourth.

Young’s agent said Tuesday after- 
noon there was no need for concern 
because the quarterback was at a 
friend’s house watching football 
and eating chicken wings. 

“When people were worried 
about him, I was on the phone talk- 
ing to him,” agent Major Adams 
said. “I didn’t know there was any 
confusion about 
where he was.” 

Young left his 
home around 
7 p.m. Monday 
without a phone, 
prompting the 
Titans to call 
Nashville police 
for help. The team got a message 
to Young through a friend, and the 
quarterback met with coach Jeff 
Fisher and police at team headquar- 
ters around 11:30 p.m. Police spokes- 
man Don Aaron said Young drove 
himself home 30 minutes later. 

Young hurt his knee late in Sun- 
day’s 17-10 win over Jacksonville and 
was booed heavily by fans. 

“Given the totality of the cir- 
cumstances, the fact that Young 
had been emotionally down all day, 
coach Fisher contacted the police 
department and asked for help in 
finding him to check on his emo- 
tional well-being,” Aaron said. 

“Ultimately, it appears the initial 
concerns about his emotional state 
were unfounded. But no one actually 
knew that until he was spoken to

Finishing Touch Museum 


Philadelphia’s Please 
Touch Museum takes 
over a bigger space 

MUSEUMS I Memorial Hall, one of 
the jewels of the Centennial Expo- 
sition of 1876 in Philadelphia, lost 
its luster many years ago. 

Rain poured inside through the 
magnificent but neglected glass 
dome, soaking elaborate plaster- 
work and pooling on the marble 
floors where buckets failed to catch 
the water. The granite facade was 
damaged and covered with grime. 
The east gallery was turned into an 
indoor pool and basketball courts 
were installed. A police station with 
jail cells took up residence. 

After decades of deterioration, the 
breathtaking beaux arts-style build- 
ing is regaining its luster in antici- 
pation of a new role as home of the 
popular Please Touch Museum. 

“This extraordinary building has 
been through a lot over the years.

and to see it now, at this stage of the 
restoration, is mind-blowing,” said 
Nancy Kolb, the museum’s president 
and CEO, during a tour offering an 
early peek at the overhaul. Work is 
on schedule to be completed in time 
for a grand opening Oct. 18. 

The Please Touch Museum — 
founded in 1976 by educators, artists 
and parents, and housed since 1983 
in a downtown converted warehouse 
— had been seeking a bigger space 
for years. It paid the city’s Fairmount 
Park Commission the agreed-upon 
80-year lease of $1 in 2005. 

The new museum boasts 38,000 
square feet of new exhibits — more 
than triple the current space — and 
a parking lot for 280 cars. A glass- 
and-steel addition will house a 
100-year-old carousel with 52 elabo- 
rately hand-carved animals. 

“We’re taking it back to its orig- 
inal use as a museum,” Kolb said. 
“A little noisier than most art gal- 
leries, but nevertheless a museum.”

Lynne Spears writes 
of her wishes and

GO AWAY I The mother of Britney 
Spears says the singer has overcome 
the tabloid nightmares of the past 
few years and believes that little by 
little, her daughter is regaining her 
“glorious voice.” 

Lynne Spears writes of her 
famous child and her other celebrity 
daughter, Jamie Lynn, in “Through 
the Storm,” to be published Sept. 16 
by Thomas Nelson, a leading Chris- 
tian publisher. The 211-page book 
tracks Britney Spears’ life through 
her precocious early years through 
her explosive rise to her pill-addict- 
ed, near-tragic fall. 

Lynne Spears describes young 
Britney as a confident, outgoing 
girl whose talents were so obvious 
that family friends would insist 
she would one day be on Broad- 
way.

debut smash, “ ... Baby One More 
Time,” Lynne Spears says she felt 
she was losing control when a 1999 
Rolling Stone magazine story fea- 
tured a racy cover of the singer in 
panties and a bra. 

Lynne Spears recalls feeling 
“shock and dismay” at seeing her 
daughter shave her head, at her 
brief marriages to childhood friend 
Jason Alexander and dancer-rap- 
per Kevin Federline, and her highly 
publicized custody battles over her 
two children. She praises Federline 
as a “caring daddy” and says Britney 
Spears is “an amazing mother,” but 
only when at her best. 

The bottom came in the past two 
years with Britney Spears’ increas- 
ingly disturbing public behavior 
and her drugged private life in her 
Malibu, Calif, house. Lynne Spears 
writes that she was distraught as 
then-manager Sam Lufti told her he 
was grinding pills and putting them 
in Britney’s food, hoping to induce 
a coma that would enable doctors 
to cure her of all addictions. 

Britney Spears was hospitalized 
twice this year, the second time in 
February, when paramedics took 
her to the psychiatric ward of the 
UCLA Medical Center, where, her 
mother says, she finally received 
the care she needed.

Its Hawaii’s 
Good Fortune 


Pat Sajak and Vanna 
White will take a few 
spins on the Big Island 

SHOWINGOFFI The Stage is almost 
set to start spinning the “Wheel of 
Fortune” on the Big Island, and local 
officials are viewing it more as a 
tourist draw than a game show. 

The popular TV quiz show will 
tape 20 episodes on an outdoor set 
at the Hilton Waikoloa Village to be 
broadcast nationally in November 
and February. 

“You can’t really buy advertising 
like this,” said George Applegate, 
executive director of the Hawaii Visi- 
tors Bureau. “It’s a very popular show 
and at a time when it’s not as great as 
usual, we’re excited for the exposure 
on national television. It will help us 
define ourselves as the Big Island.” 

The show, which has filmed once 
before on the Big Island and twice 
on Oahu features longtime hosts 
Pat Sajak and Vanna White, and 
the famous wheel. 

The show brought with it about 
200 staff and crew members, and 


another 200 have been hired in 
Hawaii to create the ocean-side 
set, provide security and support 
the production. 

Construction on the set began 
more than a week ago, after the 
arrival of 37 40 -foot containers, 10 
53 -foot trailers, 1.8 million pounds 
of equipment and six miles of cable. 
The total cost of the production is 
estimated at $5 million. 

By lunchtime Monday, towering 
scaffolding held rows of lights, and 
bleachers that will seat 1,000 were 
in place. Palm frond huts, palm 
trees and plumeria bushes were 
being wheeled into place, and the 
puzzle board was set up. 

The show’s centerpiece — the 
8-foot, 4,000-pound wheel — was 
carefully being pieced together sec- 
tion by section. 

Taping begins Friday and con- 
tinues until Tuesday. 

“It’s a pretty big deal. It never 
gets old,” said executive produc- 
er Harry Friedman. “We’re really 
excited.” The Hawaii shows will 
be broadcast for three weeks in

Zoos use Web-based 
services to pair up 
animals for breeding 

Attention, amorous guys: Killar- 
ney’s an Australian cutie, but woo 
her with care. 

The feisty gal once swatted at a 
beau who got a little close and gave 
another poor fellow the cold shoul- 
der during their introduction. 

Undaunted, Killarney’s friends 
keep updating her online profile in 
the hope of finding Mr. Right for her. 
Like many of her contemporaries, 
the koala might find her dream date 
waiting somewhere in the files of a 
computerized matchmaking service, 
theorize keepers at the Riverbanks 
Zoo in Columbia, S.C. 

Just like the digital dating ser- 
vices that pair up people, so-called 
studbooks are used to match most 
animals held in captivity. The data- 
bases containing information on 
sex, age and weight — not so much 
about favorite comfort foods or long 
walks on the beach — are used by 
more than 200 zoos nationally and 
some internationally. They’re prac- 
tically taking the place of Mother 
Nature in the not-so-wild world of 


captive animal breeding. 

Now, new software is going to 
the Web, promising more easily 
accessible data, faster matches and 
— in a page out of the most particu- 
lar of human dating sites — details 
on an animal’s personality to ease 
what can be a testy process. 

Zoos won’t be required to docu- 
ment the turn-ons and turn-offs of 
each animal in Zoological Informa- 
tion Management Systems, a col- 
laboration among about 150 zoos 
and aquariums that’s a year or two 
away from wide distribution.

Around since the 1980s in paper- 
back form, most of today’s stud- 
books are in computerized data- 
bases. Basic information such as 
family tree, medical history, age 
and weight are entered by stud- 
book keepers, and are then sent to 
a central location where the data 
is analyzed and converted into a 
“master plan” for breeding. 

But the databases have their lim- 
itations. They aren’t updated quickly 
and don’t include the extra informa-

At the very least, though, the 
software will give zookeepers better 
access to species-level details cur- 
rently found only in zoo husband- 
ry manuals that now are mostly 
e-mailed, said Bob Wiese, direc- 
tor of collections for the Zoologi- 
cal Society of San Diego. 

While there’s no candlelight or 
Marvin Gaye being played in the 
back rooms of zoos, there are end- 
less tricks used to get the animals 
in the mood, said Wiese, widely 
considered the authority on ZIMS. 
In China, for instance, breeding 
experts have claimed success at 


instance, that satanic leaf-tailed 
geckos like group sex or that 
expectant gecko moms should eat 
snails. 

That could mean the difference 
between a sustainable population 
and extinction of a species, said Ed 
Diebold, director of animal collec- 
tions at Riverbanks Zoo, one of the 
only zoos to successfully breed sev- 
eral species of geckos. 

In captivity, “you can’t afford to 
allow animals to inbreed or breed 
along closely related lines,” Diebold 
said. “That’s why you have the stud- 
books.”

Gardening Tips 

Post Gardening editor ADRIAN 
HIGGINS was online Tuesday, to offer 
advice about lawn care, vegetable 
patches, container gardening and 
more. 

Would now be a good time to aer- 
ate and re-seed one’s lawn? 

It would indeed. If you are man 
(or woman) enough to lug the 
machine. I like to lay compost over 
the lawn before aerating so that 
when the machine removes the 
plugs, the compost automatically 
fills the holes. You will then have 
the essential seed-to-soil contact 
that you will need. Aerating also 
dries out the roots of the remain- 
ing turf, so it’s important to keep 
the lawn well watered afterward. 


Mid-September to mid-October is 
the optimum time for sowing cool 
season grasses in our region. 

If it seems like overkill to rent an 
aerator. I.e., if you have a small city 
lawn and strong legs, there are also 
manual core aerators that you can 
buy for less than $20 that do a fine 
job. You step on the crossbar to 
plunge it in and extract the plugs. 

I couldn’t agree more. The machine 
one rents needs two strong people 
just to unload it, assuming you have 
a pickup truck. I wouldn’t recom- 
mend renting one unless you had 
at least 5,000 square feet of lawn. 
The one thing that isn’t much use 
is the spikey aerator, which does 
little to open the soil and actually 
causes more compaction, which is 
what you’re trying to undo. 

I tried growing broccoli this year, 
but it didn’t quite work out. I saw 


something that looked like what you 
eat, but it was mostly long spindly 
things jutting out. It’s still like that. 
Was there something I was sup- 
posed to do? 

Broccoli is best grown as a fall crop 
here, but unless you can find plants, 
it’s a bit late for them. It is best to 
install seedlings in August. 

What is the best way to store spring 
bulbs between buying them and 
planting them? I usually wait for the 
weather to cool off but want to buy 
the freshest bulbs I can find. Thank 
you. 

Great question. I store mine in a 
spare refrigerator, but not the freez- 
er. Daffodils can go in soon, but 
tulips should wait a month.

“I thought about it for a month,” 
he says. 

The Vietnamese immigrant con- 
sulted his family around the din- 
ing table: Mom was concerned, his 
father and sisters supportive. The 
tipping point: Nguyen was miser- 
able as a computer programmer at 
an Arlington database company. 

“I went to school for computers 
because everyone went to school for 
computers,” Nguyen says of his bach- 
elor’s degree, which he received from 
George Mason University in 2000. “But 
it just wasn’t me; it wasn’t fun. I was 
working to support myself only.” 


In January 2002, he — but 
not his friend — started classes 
at Graham Webb (1621 N. Kent 
St., Arlington; 703-243-9322; 
Grahamwebbacademyonline. 
com), one of several schools in the 
Washington area that teaches cut, 
color and styling techniques to stu- 
dents of all ages. This work was fun; 
by taking classes full time Tuesday 
through Saturday and helping at 
classes Sunday and Monday, he 
racked up enough credits to finish the 
yearlong program in 10 months. 

He also earned accolades. Five 
months in, the school hosted its 
annual competition: As family and 
friends cheered in a Rosslyn the- 
ater, about 20 students worked on 
two models each, from cutting to 


blowouts. Nguyen won the award 
for color. 

That award — along with a 4.0 
GPA and stellar attendance and rec- 
ommendations — helped win him 
a staff stylist job at George, the 
Four Seasons Spa Salon in 
Georgetown, where he’s 
been ever since. 

Several area salons, 
including George, con- 
ducted interviews at 
Graham Webb. A class- 
mate and George client told 
Nguyen about the opening and 
suggested he go for it. 

Christine Gordon, owner of the 
Rosslyn Graham Webb, isn’t sur- 
prised. “He’s such a nice guy,” and 
smart, she says. “You’d explain it 


once, and he got it. It’s wonder- 
ful to be able to rescue him from 
a cubicle.” 

Hairstyling is thriving in the 
current economy, and, she says, 
'we are seeing quite a few 
career changers. This is a 
job that’s not going to go 
overseas. 

“Plus, generally, two 
years out of school, 
after you’ve built some 
clientele, you can make 
$50,000 to $60,000 plus 
15 to 20 percent in tips. At the 
quick chains, you make $20,000 to 
$25,000; at the top salons, you can 
have a multimillion-dollar home in 
Potomac. And work ethic makes a 
big difference in income.” At a pres- 


tigious salon like George, Gordon 
estimates, a motivated young hair- 
stylist “is probably making six fig- 
ures easily.” 

Other upsides: a flexible schedule 
and “you’ll always have an income.” 
On the downside are fussy clients, 
the smell of chemicals and being 
on your feet all day. 

Nguyen professes little problems 
with those downsides. Being on his 
feet: “It helps that I work out and 
stretch. I learned from colleagues 
that stretching is good.” Chemicals: 
“I use gloves always. [Chemicals] are 
better than they used to be, and the 
air circulation in here is good.” 

As for clients, the young woman 
whose hair he’d been highlighting 
pops back with a tip and gushes.

“You’re the best!” 

Nguyen likes the creativity — “you 
can try different things and always 
change it later” — and the rewards 
of pleasing clients. “I can now bring 
out my thoughts and feelings with 
people ” he says, as opposed to pro- 
gramming, which he calls “pretty 
much a one-person job.” 

Nguyen sees about 10 clients a 
day, some of them well-known. News 
anchors and pundits often study 
their notes or laptops while in his 
chair. Without naming names, he 
says he once turned on a news show 
at the gym “to check how a client’s

hair looked on TV. It looked good! 
And the client came back happy.” 

The 33-year-old has kept up 
his skills and contacts by taking 
advanced classes, observing long- 
time stylists and acting as a judge 
at the same competition he won six 
years ago. Students “see me as an 
example of what they can do when 
they get out of school,” he says. 


Having been asked, he’s toyed 
with the idea of teaching part time 
at Graham Webb, but the time com- 
mitment is a problem. It’s tough 
enough to find time to get his own 
hair cut. “It can be hard to get an 
appointment for yourself,” he notes, 
“because we do each other’s, and 
the other person has to be free,

Back to School 


A look at D.C.’s 
oldest and only

Tarot reading. Self-hypnosis. 
Blackjack dealing. Resume writ- 
ing. Improve your life. Make more 
money. Become more attractive. 
Turn that great invention idea into 
reality. Heck, is that Sudoku puzzle 
too hard for you? There’s a class for 
that, too. 

Washington’s source for educa- 
tional seminars both serious and 
off-the-wall is First Class Inc., that 
business whose brochures are usu- 
ally nestled between real estate fly- 
ers and job fair leaflets. But unlike 
buying a home or finding a new job, 
a class at First Class can change 
your life for a minimal investment 
— or, at least, that’s the angle Debra 
Leopold’s banking on. 

Leopold, 52, has helmed First 


Class Inc., since she founded it in 
1984. She’s led her business through 
its fledgling stages (convincing for- 
mer Washington Post columnist 
Bob Levey to hold a seminar) to its 
glory days (a former CIA agent’s class

attracted worldwide press attention) 
and, most recently, a serious chal- 
lenge (the Internet and free infor- 
mation). She’s watched her industry 
evolve and flounder, as independent 
learning centers across the country 
have folded and even many of indus- 
try giant Learning Annex’s schools 


have closed. And, the cynic says, why 
should it be any different? When 
the Web can teach you how to buy 
a house, start a business or fold an 
origami crane, why shell out for a 
class, even one that costs as little as 
$25 and two hours of time? 

“It’s so hard to replicate the ener- 
gy that happens in a live seminar,” 
Leopold says. She wears pink eye shad- 
ow and a rhinestone-speckled dress, 
and is almost unconscionably perky. 
She bakes chocolate chip cookies for 
her students to munch on before class. 
‘You can get all the information from 
the Internet, but [the teacher] moti- 
vates you to do it. How would you get 
that on the Internet?” 

It seems that at least some 
Washingtonians agree that in-per- 
son learning is still tops. Take one of 
First Class’ perennial favorites, the 
Passion Test. It’s based on a book, 
but some clearly prefer to listen to 
a lecture rather than buy (or bor- 
row) the book: The class sells out 
every time it’s offered. 





Other popular courses include 
anything hands-on: “Massage for 
Partners” is always popular. And in 
this economic climate, classes that 
promise wealth from a new career or 
side business fill the First Class course 
catalogs. “For a minimal investment 
of time and a minimal investment of 
money, you could really come away 
with a skill that will change your life,” 
she says, and then backtracks. “Could 
you find the skills needed to give you 
an edge? ... I think so. For adults, it 
[one session] is usually enough. They 
don’t really need any more.” 

BEGINNINGS 

In 1984, Leopold was working for an 
adult-education center called Open 
University, doing marketing, HR 
and design work, and taking their 
classes — break dancing, bagel-

making and so on. The school, like 
its contemporaries, was informal; 
a way to socialize rather than pick 
up a new skill. “It was very grass- 
roots ... very few people had an out- 
line.” Classes were held in teachers’ 
basements. When Learning Annex 
bought Open U, Leopold realized 
she didn’t like the new owners, so 
she founded her own school. 

Business grew. Classes as wide- 
ranging as Howto Play 3-D Chess (a 
flop) and Making $100,000 a Year 
as a Private Eye (a success) peppered 
the course catalogs. Competitor 
the Learning Annex shut down in 
1990, made a second attempt at 
breaking into the D.C. market in 
1995, and shut down again in 1997- 
There was an incident when some 
of Leopold’s information boxes 
went missing. The Post report- 
ed Leopold said she had seen her 
boxes in use, with Learning Annex 
stickers on them, in New York City. 
The Learning Annex retaliated by 
claiming Leopold “took a box with 
her [to New York], took a picture 
and went home.” Really.

class ends. Since she’s there to let 
students in before and lock up after- 
ward, Leopold ends up sitting in on 
the class, whatever it is, for the heck 
of it. Leopold learned basic sign lan- 
guage this way, and her husband took 
feng shui. Recently, though, Leopold’s 
been auditing some of her more 
tech-y courses: “Make $100 a Day 
Using Your Blog and Free Internet 
Tools” was a recent one. That got 
her into social networking as a way 
to advertise her business. 

“The challenge to me is market- 
ing. ... I don’t know when to stop,” 
Leopold said. “Every time I think I’ve 
caught up on every site out there to 
get the word out, two more crop up.

Say what you will about a cookie-bak- 
ing, Facebook-doting woman; running 
a company almost single-handedly 
for a quarter-century requires some 
business savvy. One tip, free of charge: 
Master as much as you can, “so you’re 
not outsourcing all these things that 
just add to your overhead.” In addition 
to doing her own Internet market- 
ing, Leopold is her own accountant. 
Webmaster, brochure designer and 
tech support line. 

And, for now, business is good. 
Enrollment is bouncing back, Leopold 
has no local competitors, and her stu- 
dents, it seems, love her. When she 
e-mailedher student mailinglist asking 
for success stories, responses flooded 
in. “First Class has changed my life.” 
“I’m doing exactly what I have always 
dreamed of.” “I could not be happier.” 
“First Class rocks!!!” It’s unclear how 
much of this goodwill was attribut- 
ed to the $5 coupon code included in 
the mass mailing — but, then again, 
isn’t that good business sense, too?

Nix incriminating 
photos before 
using Facebook in 
your profession 

It was just a status update. Mike 
Gehrke, a project director at the 
Democratic National Committee, 
posted every day or two on 
Facebook — office banter, politi- 
cal commentary, random obser- 
vations. So, when he posted on 
Facebook and Twitter a Jay Leno 
joke — “What do you call someone 
who digs for dirt on McCain? An 
archaeologist” — last spring, he 
thought nothing of it. 

Unfortunately for Gehrke, his 
boss thought otherwise. So did ABC 
News. So did the Hotline. Gehrke, 
41, soon found the contents of his 
Facebook updates, which are shared 
with his 890 online friends, spread- 


ing across the blogosphere faster 
than you can say “superdelegate.” 

He’s still not sure who tipped 
off the media — “One of my 
Republican friends,” he said — but 
his Facebook faux pas warranted a 
story by Jake Tapper, ABC News’ 
senior national correspondent, 
which fanned out through every 
political blog you can think of. 
Since the DNC had said earlier 
that they wouldn’t make an issue 
out of the candidate’s age, Gehrke’s 
joke, which had been forwarded to 
him by an intern, attracted a lot of 
attention and earned him a repri- 
mand from his boss. 

“I supervise interns and staff- 
ers who used these sites in college, 
and I should have known better. We 
always give them a talk about how 
they represent the DNC [online], so 
they almost could have played back 
a tape of my speech to myself,” said 
Gehrke. “The ironic thing is that the 


reporter ‘friended’ me after that.” 

Ever since Facebook opened 
up to everyone two years ago, 
one of the fastest-growing demo- 
graphics on the site has been the 
over-35 set. Your boss is probably 
one of them. And if you haven’t 
learned by now to adjust your 
privacy settings, well — put this 
article aside for the moment and 
do it now. The following stories 
of social networking gone awry 
will be here waiting for you when 
you return. 

Digital dirt is something we 
all need to be concerned about, 
said Ellen Sautter and Diane 
Crompton, career consultants 
and authors of “Seven Days to 
Online Networking.” The term is 
a catchall for anything incrimi- 
nating that can be dug up about 
a person online — whether it’s the 
boozy pictures from last night’s 
beer pong match, the secret blog

Twitter post. If you’rea member of an 
organization that doesn’t reflect well 
on you professionally, leave it out of 
your profile. 

Monitoryour online reputation. Set 
up a Googlealertforyourself and see 
what comes up. 

Wash over irrelevant informa- 


tion. If your top results on Google 
are for someone else, or something 
irrelevant to your job, like a wedding 
announcement, you haveto build 
contentthat will push those results 
lower in the search, said Crompton 
and Sautter. They suggest blog- 
ging and answering questions on 
Linked In to outrank digital dirt. 
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you’re hiding from your boss, or 
even the person who shares your 
name and happens to be a suspect 
in a high-profile murder case. 

“Anything online can be damag- 
ing, and I think one of the points 
we’ve been reading is that it doesn’t 
need to be true; it just needs to be 
something someone can find,” said 
Sautter. “You need to monitor what’s 
out there about you.” 

That goes beyond modifying 
your Facebook privacy settings and 
untagging the photos of you at the 
Any thing-but- Clothes Party last 
weekend, though those are great 
preventative measures. At the same 
time, said Crompton, you don’t have 
to wipe your profile totally clean. 

“It’s hard to think of a profile as 
so antiseptic. We coach profession- 
als into letting their hair down on 
Linkedin,” she said. “If it becomes

so clinical, you don’t show who you 
really are — but you have to moni- 
tor what you show.” 

Analiese Bendorf — a financial 
recruiter for Justin Bradley who 
uses Facebook to check out poten- 
tial employees — agrees. 

“Don’t be afraid of Facebook,” 
she said. “We’re starting to look at 
it as a means of recruiting, even. 
Don’t be shy about putting your 
work history on there.” 

At the same time, it can be easy 


to go overboard when you’re net- 
working online, where it’s easy to 
type before you think. This is espe- 
cially true in the process of finding 
a job or internship. Bendorf said 
that she’s dealt with several over- 
zealous social networkers among 
her recruits. 

“I recommend calling or e-mail- 
ing to check in. But if someone is a 
potential employer, it’s weird to ask 
them to be your Facebook friend, 
where they could have access to all 
of your hobbies, photos and politi- 
cal preferences.” said Bendorf. 
“Sometimes, I’ve had candidates 
invite me to groups, like one of those 
To Million Strong for Colbert’-type 
things. You just want to be mind- 
ful of your professional interactions 
on Facebook, and be sure it doesn’t 
cross over into the personal realm.”

Crafting 
In a Flash 


Ipso Crafto’s free 
workshops are 
about more than 
needles and thread 

Crafting isn’t making a comeback — 
it’s already back. For years, students, 
hipsters and other DIYers have 
been reclaiming sewing and 
such from the crocheted tea 
cozy group. With that in 
mind, Karen Kormondy 
at Ipso Crafto in D.C. has 
recently begun offering 
quick classes on tech- 
niques from embroidery 
to stamping. A recent class 
covered, in 30 minutes, “shisha” 
embroidery — a technique seen on 
Indian clothing in which stitchers 
attach colored mirrors to fabric. 

The Basics 

Classes are for beginning to inter- 
mediate adult crafters. Supplies 
are provided, and Kormondy dou- 
bles between demonstrating the 
technique to crafters and help- 
ing troubleshoot individual work. 
“That looks really good,” Shivani 
Kamdar said, looking at fellow stu- 
dent Tiffany Heath’s shisha. “She did 


most of it,” Heath replied, pointing 
to Kormondy and laughing. 

What You1l Learn 

Easy to learn, hard to master: 
That’s the feeling crafters seem to 
have after a few minutes of pok- 
ing at fabric with their needles. 
Kormondy is optimistic: “If it 
went a little haywire the first time, 
maybe you found a new way 
of doing it,” she laughs. 
Practice is important, 
because these skills are 
acquired, just like any- 
thing else highly detail- 
oriented. “Think of the 
first time you did arith- 
metic ... or calculus.” Once 
you have the basic stitches down, 
it’s a matter of patience and pre- 
cision. Extra supplies can be pur- 
chased at the shop for more prac- 
tice at home.

Don’t know 
the difference 
between far- 
ther and further? 
Use commas like 
they’re going out 
of style? Don’t 
worry: You’re not alone. And 
the fact that so many people get 
tripped up by word choice, punc- 
tuation and other grammar rules 
inspired Mignon Fogarty, a for- 
mer technical writer and edi- 
tor, to whip out her dictionar- 
ies and dig deep into the dos and 
don’ts of the English language. 
Since 2006, she’s shared what 
she’s learned in weekly podcasts 
starring “Grammar Girl,” which 
have been downloaded more than 
13.5 million times. The word 
maven has now put her knowledge 
on the page in “Grammar Girl’s 
Quick and Dirty Tips for Better 
Writing” (Holt Paperbacks; $14). 
Here’s how to avoid common mis- 
steps and why doing so just might 
help you land that big client or 
promotion, beth luberecki 

Why do people have such trouble 
with grammar and usage? 

It’s very unfair, because people 
are just expected to know it, yet 
teachers don’t have a lot of time in 
class to spend on grammar and, 
especially, usage. I’m Grammar 
Girl, but a lot of what I talk about 
is actually usage, word choice and 
things like that. 

Are there any grammar mistakes 
that really get on your nerves? 

Things used to get on my nerves 
a lot more than they do now. You 
would think since I’m spending 
so much more time on grammar 
I would become more annoyed 
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with everything. But with every 
topic I research, I realize the rules 
often aren’t hard and fast. Many 
things people think are rules are 
style issues or something that’s 
changed in the last 200 years. 
I’ve become much more tolerant. 
It used to bother me when people 
used “while” to mean “although,” 
but there’s not a hard and fast rule. 
It used to really bother me when 
people capitalized nouns unnec- 
essarily, but it’s actually that way 
in our Constitution. Back then, it 
was the way people wrote. 

Forget George Carlin’s “Seven 
Words You Can Never Say on 
Television.” What are some of the 
dirtiest words in the English lan- 
guage? 

“It’s” and “its.” Not only because a 
lot of people don’t know [the dif- 
ference], but also because it’s a very 
common typo. We’re used to put- 
ting in an apostrophe when we’re 
making things possessive. It’s one 
of my common typos; my copy edi- 
tors know to look out for it. 

In today’s business world, why is 
it important to be a good writer? 
How does the way you communi- 
cate reflect on you as a business- 
person? 

In the past, people would often 


pick up the phone and call each 
other. Today, we’re all e-mail- 
ing each other. You’re very likely 
e-mailing business colleagues 
you’ll never meet. I think of writ- 
ing as the equivalent of how you 
dress. The writing you send is 
the impression you’re making on 
people these days. In the past, the 
suit you wore or how you looked 
was part of that first impression. 
So, people really form an opinion 
about you, whether you’re seri- 
ous or playful or responsible or 
detail-oriented, based on your 
writing much more than they used 
to, I think. 

What are some things that you 
should never do when writing a 
business e-mail? 

I would say avoid using text mes- 
sage abbreviations. But I wouldn’t 
call that a hard and fast rule; it 
depends on the relationship [you 
have with the recipient]. Always use 
capital letters properly. If you use 
all capitals, it’s like you’re shout- 
ing. If you don’t capitalize the first 
letter of a sentence and names 
and other things that should be 
capitalized, it makes your writ- 
ing look very lazy and sloppy, as if 
you don’t care enough about the 
person you’re writing to to hit the 
shift key. Nobody is too busy to hit 
the shift key. 

Why do you want to help others 
improve their grammar? 

It’s kind of funny, because I’ve 
always wanted to make a difference 
in the world. I’ve done a lot of dif- 
ferent things to try and do that. I 
was in a Ph.D. program at Stanford 
doing genetic cancer research for 
a while. I used to visit people in 
nursing homes. Sometimes my 
husband will tease me that I’m 
helping people with grammar, and 
is that significant enough for me, 
because I’ve always had these lofty 
goals. I feel like this is the opportu- 
nity that was given to me to make 
a difference, so I’m going to do the 
best job at it I can. This was my 
hobby; I never expected to reach 
hundreds of thousands of people 
with grammar tips. 

Do you look anything like the pic- 
ture on the cover of your book? 

Not so much. It’s an artist’s rendi- 
tion of what people would expect 
Grammar Girl to look like. I don’t 
look a lot like Grammar Girl, but I 
do wear glasses sometimes.
